Pregnant women, too, are 
advised to seek one of the 
two protective vaccines 
available against this flu 
virus,

immunization begin as soon 
as practicatle after Octo. 
ber 1, he said.

A study of the availability 
of land for industrial use 
today showed the land area 
within the Pomona Valley 
sphere of Influence leading 
all other areas of Los An- 
geles County, 

The area, said a report 
made public by the Inland 
Bank in its Quarterly Eco- 
nomic Review, has over 30,- 
200 acres zoned or planned 
for undustrial use, thus plac- 
ing the economy of the Po- 
mona Valley region ahead of 
the Southwest area of Los 
Angeles, which has 27,472 
acres zoned or planned for 
industry, 

Industrial land is one of 
Southern California’s scar- 
cest commodities, The area 
outlined tn the Review forms 
the primaryemployment 
base of Pomona Valley. 

The study was made by 
Claremont economist Dr. 
Gerhard N. Rostvold and re- 
leased by Inland Bank Presi- 
dent Wilson. H. Asdel, 


The Bank review con. 
tianed a special salute to 
Electro-Optical System 


Inc,, Which began operations 
with 600 employees ina 155,- 
000 sp, ft. facility at Po- 
mona last July and has a 1970 
projection of 600,000 sq, ft. 
of plant and 3,500 employees 
here, 

‘*The Pomona Valley,’’ 
said the Rostvold report, 
** with over 22,000 acres of 
land in its vacant industrial 
land reserve, holds the prose 
pect of ultimately becoming 
one of the largest industrial 
centers of Southern Cali- 
fornia,’’ 

The economist said his 
conclusions were based on 
an analysis of the recent 
Industrial Land Require- 
ments study of Los Angeles 
County and the General Plan 
for the west end of San 
Bernardino County, 

The Inland Bank review 
attributes three primary 
forces now at work in the 
Pomona Valley to the quick- 
ening of the industrial pace 
there during the next decade, 

One is the development 
of the Pomona Valley free- 
way system, Second is the 
merger of Ontario and Los 
Angeles International Air- 
port, Third is the increased

Of 1,879 industrial firms 
in manufacturing, wholesale, 
motor freight, communica. 
tions, utility and research 
and development, 332 firms 
or one out of six plan to 
move to another location 
within the next several 
years, the County Planning 
Commission learned from 
survey questionnaires, 
which provided up-to-date 
information on expansion and 
location plans of the com. 
panies, 

Of the firms planning a 
move, 68 per cent plan to 
remain in Los Angeles 
County and nine per cent 
to relocate in other areas of 
Southern California, 

Over 60 per cent of the 
industrial firms who are 
planning to relocate facili- 
ties are doing so because 
land space at existing facili- 
ties is inadequate, and Po- 
mona Valley the survey said, 
should participate itn the cur.

The inventory phase of 
the industrial land survey, 
the Bank study reported, 
yielded data from which it 
it possible to intelligently 
project future industrial de- 
velopments in the Pomona 
Valley, 

Among the major findings 
were: 

Los Angleles County has a 
total of more than 120,000 
acres zoned or planned for 
industrial use, of which 45,- 
278 acres (38 per cent) are 
vacant or used for farming 
and may be considered the 
County’s basic industrial 
land reserve. 

Almst 36 per cent or 
15,093 acres is located in 
north Los Angeles County 
and may be regarded as the 
long-range industrial re- 
serve. 

Within Coastal Los An- 
geles County, 27,8000 acres 
are presently in the indus- 
trial land reserve. Three 
areas- East San Gabriel Val- 
ley, Southwest Los Angeles 
county and the San Fernando 
Valley- hold 46 per cent of 
the County’s reserve, and 
over three - fourths of the 
Coastal Basin’s reserve. 

The East San Gabriel Val- 
ley ( of which Pomona Valley 
is a part ) contains 9,360 
acres available for future in- 
dustrial development. This 
represents more than one- 
third of the industrial land 
reserve remaining on the 
Coastal Plain area, 

The City of Industry, and 
integral part of the primary 
employment base of Pomona 
Valley, leads all of the 76 
cities of Las Angeles County, 
with 4,601 acres of vacant 
industrial land. The City of

Coombs 
and Quimby authored bills 
in the last session of the 
Legislature on this subject, 
but their legislation was re- 
ferred to the interim study 
committee. 

“This is a very important 
matter in our county,”’ 
Quimby said. ‘‘People who 
have farmed this county for 
years -- some for genera- 
tions ~.- find themselves be- 
ing forced out of agriculture. 
They are forced out because 
they are asked to pay pro- 
perty taxes based on the 
land’s value for subdivisions 
or as an industrial site, and 
not the value it can produce 
in raising grapes, citrus, or 
grain,’’ 

Senator Coombs also said 
that all those interested in 
testifying before the com- 
mittee, should write to its 
chairman, Assemblyman 
John T. Knox, at the State 
Capitol in Sacramento.
